QUESTION: My 1988 Toyota 
Camry has an automatic transmission with 
overdrive and a light that indicates when the 
overdrive is functioning. I don't trust a light, 
so how can I figure out if the overdrive works? 

ANSWER: The best way to tell if your 
overdrive is working is to watch the tachometer or 
listen to the engine speed when you push the over¬ 
drive bunon at highway speeds. The engine speed 
should drop approximately 20 percent. If it doesn't, 
the overdrive may not be working. 

Another test is to stop, push the overdrive 
button and accelerate to highway speed. As you are 
doing this, count how many times the transmission 
shifts gears. It should shift three dmes on a car with 
four gears. In addition, one important point to re- 
memter is that when the engine is cold, the over¬ 
drive may not engage. 

If your car doesn't pass these tests, it needs 
to be inspected. 

Also, for the transmission to function prop¬ 
erly, the automatic transmission fluid must be at the 
proper level. Tb check this always make sure that 
the car is on level ground, the transmission is warmed 
up, the gear selector is in the "park" posidon, and the 
engine is running.Don't overfill the transmission and 
don't drive the car when the fluid level is below the 
"add" mark on the dipsdck.

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Arcadia Tournament of Roses Association Rebounds Police 

Blotter

The Arcadia Tourna¬ 
ment of Roses Association 
was faced with some dire 
financial difficulties ear¬ 
lier in the year, but they 
gained community sup¬ 
port, and showcased five 
past Queens on their float 
in this year’s Rose Parade. 

This year’s theme, 
“Life’s Shining Mo¬ 
ments,’’ brought to mind 
“Life’s Crowning Mo¬ 
ments,” for Arcadia, who 
elected to highlight and 
celebrate the annual 
crowning of the Queen and 
Court. The theme, how¬ 
ever, was chosen in 
March, before it was re¬ 
vealed that declining sup¬ 
port to the Association 
would result in Arcadia’s 
not having a Queen and 
Court this year. So, says 
Arcadia Tournament of 
Roses Association Presi¬ 
dent Vince Foley, “We 
simply decided to invite 
our five most recent 
Queens.” With one of the 
five unable to attend due to 
a scheduling conflict, that 
made five out of the six 


most recent available to 
ride on the float. 

The Queen and Court 
are sponsored entirely by 
the Tournament of Roses 
Association, not the City 
of Arcadia, and Foley says 
it costs between $7,000 
and $9,000 to support 
them. With fundraisers 
raising less and less 
money, it appeared as if 
the Pageant was destined 
to become a thing of the 
past; however, says Foley, 
“Things have turned 
around dramatically since 
mid-September, after a 
press conferenpc announc¬ 
ing our troubles, and we 
have more sponsors than 
we’ve had in my seven- 
year tenure.” 

At the time of that press 
conference, there were 118 
sponsors; now, there are 
over 400. Says Foley, “I 
think there was a miscon¬ 
ception in the minds of the 
public. We’re not City 
funded. We exist through 
the support of the commu¬ 
nity. I think many people 
didn’t know that.” Also 
helping out tremendously 
was the fact that the Na¬ 


tional Childhood Cancer 
Foundation, headquartered 
in Arcadia, heard about the 
Association’s plight. 
Needing more proactive 
advertisement, the Foun¬ 
dation contributed $20,000 
to the Association, and in 
addition to past Arcadia 
Queens Danielle Kennedy, 
Jeannie Kim, Allison 
Hannegan, Laura Ursettie, 
and Nicole Mosteller, 
eight year old cancer sur¬ 
vivors Jeff Headley and 
Emily Valk rode on the 
float, as well. 

Said Kennedy, of her 
second trip down Colo¬ 
rado Boulevard, “I was 
surprised when I was noti¬ 
fied. I rearranged the plans 
I had to go to Seattle with 
my boyfriend, though, and 
it worked out. I was less 
nervous this time. The first 
time around, there was so 
much anticipation. I was 
able to enjoy it more this 
time.” Kennedy is a recent 
Pepperdine Telecommuni¬ 
cations graduate, currently 
working in her chosen 
field, and engaged to be 
married on June 28th. The

Firefighters are not Santa 
Claus. They may, how¬ 
ever. seeiti a lot like 
Santa’s helpers, especially 
at this time of year when 
they give a gift that does so 
much good for such a wor¬ 
thy organization as the 
California Home for the 
Deaf. 

It seems that Last Sep¬ 
tember when the State 
Dept, of Social Services 
requested Arcadia Fire 
Dept, to conduct an annual 
inspection of the facility 
located in Arcadia’s juris¬ 
diction, Inspector Ping-Li 
Yen had his work cut out 
for him. What he found 
was a fire alarm system 
that was inoperative and 
did not meet the current 


code requirements. This 
facility is home for 24 of 
Arcadia’s residents, all of 
whom are hearing im¬ 
paired. 

When Inspector Yen 
asked the home, which is a 
nonprofit organization op¬ 
erating on a shoe string 
budget, to obtain a bid for 
a new fire alarm system, 
the fact was made emi¬ 
nently clear that financial 
assistance was needed. 

Through his own ef¬ 
forts, Inspector Yen has 
found help from through¬ 
out the community. First 
Post Alarm, located here in 
Arcadia, after hearing 
about the dilemma, re¬ 
duced their original bid by 
40%. This gave a target 
amount to shoot for. Also, 
in a humanitarian gesture 
two donations were made. 


one by the Buddhist 
Ortho-Creed Association, 
Dharma Seal Temple of 
Rosemead and the other by 
The Buddhist Compassion 
Relief Tzu-Chi Founda¬ 
tion, USA, Monrovia. 
This got the ball rolling. 

Next, the home solic¬ 
ited a donation from the 
California Women’s jClub 
of the deaf. This pretty 
much paid for the new fire 
alarm system; however, 
additional funds are 
needed to install a patient 
enunciator panel. This is a 
system which provides a 
button by each bed in the 
facility to notify the staff 
when a guest requires as¬ 
sistance.
